“They're getting into it,"’ Hatscher said. “They're a little more 
enthused about this than with a lot of the other stuff we usually have 
them doing. They're getting into the spirit of things and that’s good 
to see.” 

‘The average sentence for a community service participant is 100 
hours. The Madison County courts hand down more than 5,000 hours 
of community service sentences every month for everything from 
venicle burglaries to driving under the influence, county records 
show : 

“We can’t always keep them out for a full eight,hours because of 
the heat and the sun. It can get to be too f,"’ Hatscher said. 

“But we have some real hard workers and a lot of them are sticking 
around to keep on helping even after we pack up and head back to 
Edwardsville.

Flooding no problem for Riverlands 


WEST ALTON, Mo. — The 
flooding Mississippi River may 
bring disaster to homes and 
farms, but it’s part of the plan 
at the Riverlands Environmental 
Demonstration Area. 

‘The way the Riverlands was 
designed, it will accept whatever 
the river throws at it,” said 
manager Pat McGinnis of the 
U.S. Army. Corps of Engineers 

“We don’t have many 
structural improyemen! 
nothing should be hurt,” he said. 

The 1,200-acre Riverlands area 
across the Mississippi River 
from Alton is part of a corps 
project to restore wetlands, open 
spaces and recreational areas 
along the Mississippi River 
system. 

McGinnis said the 
environmental area 
demonstrates ways to operate 
and maintain the land without 
creating ‘costly projects that 
could be damaged by floods. 

Across a broad area, intricate 
systems of pumps and levees 
will not work because of cost 
and maintenance, he said. 

Instead, Riverlands planners 
have used flooding, which 
increases the river's production 
of fish and wildlife, to benefit 
the area. 

“Flooding is a natural part of 
the system bringing fresh layers 
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per’’ Pendleton.

Unhappily, drug tests needed 


*Inra perfect world, every worker would give an honest day’s 
work and every employer an honest day’s pay. 

But the world in which we live and work is less than perfect 

and;-as a-result;-we have negotiated-labor-eentracts; elabo- 
Fate systems of evaluating employee performance and a 
myriad of state and federal wage-and-hour regulations. 
* And, in recent years, testing for drug and alcohdl use. The 
Granite City Police Department already has an employee 
drug and alcohol testing program and, if the City Council has 
its way, all other city departments will soon follow suit. 

Is this invasion of privacy — yes, it’s an invasion — really 
necessary? 

Unfortunately, it is. 

The famous Lincoln-Grant story — ‘‘Find out what whiskey 
he drinks so I can recommend it to my other generals’? — to 
the contrary, an employee's abuse of drugs or alcohol always 
has an adverse effect on his or her job performance. 

Ideally, that drop in performance would be identified — by 
an immediate supervisor — and corrected — by the abusing 
employee — before it became intolerable. Dealing with 
alcohol, that system worked for many years 

But in modern times, supervisors have grown weaker as 
drugs have grown stronger and, as often as not, there must 
be some sort of full-blown, nasty incident before anyone 
admits there was a problem 

Until the problem gets out of hand, the supervisor would 
rather not know anything about it. As for the abusing 
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employee, denial is a part of drug or alcohol abuse and the 
supervisor’s lack of concern is seen as confirmation that no 
problem exists. 

Drug testing solves that dilemma because it ends the wait 
for a triggering incident. With the possibility of being tested 
ever at hand, both abusers and their supervisors are only a 
positive test away from a full-blown incident with negative 
implications for everyone. That serves as a powerful deter- 
rent for the abuser and a strong incentive for the supervisor 

In a perfect world, there would be no need to hang drug 
testing over everyone head 

But until the world is perfect, drug testing is, 
necessary

TO THE EDITOR 

The Corps of Engineer: 
Metro East Sanitary District maintains the Mississippi River levees 

and pumps. This is to protect the East St. Louis and Granite City 
areas, which lie in the flat river bottom or flood plain. 

They built the Harding Ditch and other flood relief projects to 
channel flood waters to the river once they reach the low lands 

In the process, it has made some areas, which used to be old lake 
beds, islands, sloughs and swamps, habitable most of the year. Some 
such areas w Ten Foot Slough, Elm Slough, Dobrey Slough and 
Chouteau Island. Maps I have collected over the years go as far 
back as 1878. They tell the flood problems well. 

ince the early 1960s, no new ditches or projects of any signifi- 
cance were built except for the Blue Waters project in St. Clair 
County, but plenty of home sites, churches, highways and schools 
were built in low places, risking floods during hard rains 

Every season, dry or not, the land is stripped of vegetation 
Asphalt and roofs take the place of rain-holding trees 

fficials allowing permits to build in low places ought to know 
better. They ought to know the ditches won't be enough. There is 
not enough money, and man won't be equal to the power of Mother 
Nature, They need to assume that, if it was under water before 
development, it will be under water again. 

The Illinois State Water Survey maintains a groundwater level 
observation network in this part of the American Bottoms. These 
reports describing ‘groundwater levels have been made available to 
me for many years. This is what I have learned from these reports 

Abnormaily high’ groundwater reports are recorded primarily 
because of two factors. 

Conditions for groundwater recharge from precipitation and the 
Mississippi River are extremely favorable 

In addition, the prolonged period of high floodwaters impedes nor- 
mal water flow toward the river in the above-mentioned sloughs and 
swamps and are instrumental in the flooding and damage of struc- 
tures such as sanitary sewers and basements in our area. 

‘We certainly don’t need to look very far to see how terrible a flood 
can be. Our neighbors of Chouteau Island, Alton, West Alton and St 
Louis are proof enough that this is a horrible situation. 

The Mississippi River has been over flood stage since April and 
continues to break levees, flooding homes and farmland and collaps- 
ing many s ry sewers and basements that get in the way. 

Flooding, earthquakes and tornadoes are all acts of God. So maybe 
before we blame or condemn anyone because this is happening, we

getting. sore fingers from’ tying 
them, or throwing heavy bags 
full of sand back and forth down 
a relay line. 

And most of this work is done 
in the hot, blazing sun, near 
water that reeks of sewage. And 
a lot of the sandbag levees don't 
hold up to the continual 
onslaught of the river, eventual- 
ly giving way, ala the River Des 
Peres levee 

Despite its downfalls, though, 
sandbagging is actually very

Tyler, an ex-resident of the Association 
for the Protection of Animals in Granite 
City, is an exception to the rule for 
kittens. 

She found an owner to take her away 
from the crowded cages and barking dogs 
of an animal shelter. 

Some stay there for years, growing old 
amid an assorted group of stray and 
abandoned felines looking for someone to 
take them home 

But they might not be able to stay 
much longer, according to Susan Judd 
APA board member and shelter 
volunteer 

With both adoptions and donations at an 
all-time low, the APA might have to shut 
down soon as funds to feed and house the 
animals run out. 

“In a couple of months, we'll end up 
ysing up," Judd said, unless the money 
starts coming back in. 

though the APA currently does not 
euthanize animals to control 
overcrowding, the cats and dogs currently 
living there could be euthanized should 
the shelter close. 

Judd said times are especially hard 
now that the state no longer permits 
roadblocks to collect donations from 
drivers. In the past, donations al the 
roadblocks provided as much as haJf the 
shelter’s income. 

The remaining funds come from 
fund-raisers like car washes, craft 
and a pet photo conte 
under way.

‘To make a bleak situation even worse, 
Beyer said, stray and abandoned kittens 
pour in at this time of y just as the 
money to care for them slows to a

“Adoptions have been frighteningly low 
this year, especially for cats,’ Beyer 
added. “I don’t know what's going on — I 
guess the economy.’’ 

With the influx of animals, the shelter 
also needs volunteers to help clean up 

Beyer, who donates at least four hours 
a day of her time, said too few people 
like to care for animals. 

“No one wants to come out to (do 
cleanup work),”’ she said.

Sand boils are 
concern, he said. A sand boil 
occurs when the water being 
held back by the levee attempts 
to equalize itself, he said. When 
the downward pressure of the 
water finds a weak spot, the 
water works its way under the 
base of the leveé until it creates 
a channel that runs under the 
levee and the water starts spew- 
ing up on the other side 

The local levees are set up 
with a series of seepage wells, 
he said, that relieve the pres 
sure. The water from the wells 
is then pumped back into the 
river. Sandbags can also be used 
to put pressure in areas where 
sand boils are forming and keep 
them controlled.

Lewis and Clark’expedition 
part of area’s rich heritage

It is important for children in 
the St. Louis area to learn about 
the rich heritage of this part of 
the country. Here is a story to 
share with your children and 
suggested places to visit to Jearn 
more about this topic. 

One of the most famous events 
in our country’s history began in 
the St. Louis area. Meriwether 
Lewis and William Clark came 
to St. Louis to prepare for their 
task of following the Missouri 
River to its source and finding 
an overland route to the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Their other assignment, given 
by President Thomas Jefferson, 
was to make friends with the 
Indians they met along the way. 
To accomplish this, Lewis and 
Clark brought needles, fish 
hooks, moccasins, awls, 
brooches, scissors, pewter 
looking glasses, tobacco, 
handkerchiefs, beads, ribbon, 
ruffled shirts, pipe tomahawks 
and special medals to give as 
gifts to the Indians. 

In May 1804 the Corps of 
Discovery, as the men called 
themselves, left St. Charles and 
set out into the wilderness. The 
group did not return for 2¥2 
years, long after most people 
had given them up for dead. 

When Capt. Lewis recruited 
his good friend, Clark, to go with 
him on the expedition, Lewis had 


promised him equal rank during 
the trip. But the U.S. War 
Department refused to give 
Clark a rank above second 
lieutenant. Lewis did not tell the 
men about this during the trip 
The two friends were co-captains 
and shared leadership of the 
trip. 

‘The Corps spent the first 
winter in a Mandan Indian 
village in what is now, North 
Dakota. Here they picked up 
three more people to accompany 
them on their journey. 

Toussaint Charbonneau, a 
French-Canadian fur trader 
signed on to serve as an Indian 
interpreter. His Indian woman, 
Sacajawea, and newborn son, 
Pomp, came along too. 

Sacajawea contributed much 
to the expedition. Her knowledge 
of natural foods helped when the 
Corps could find little to eat Her 
presence was a sign of peace to 
Indians met along the way, and 
her people sold horses to the 
explorers when they desperately 
needed them. 

Lewis and Clark were expert 
hunters and river men. In 
addition, they were diplomats, 
writers and artists. Lewis had 
been trained in medicine, 
zoology, anthropology, botany, 
astronomy and navigation. 

‘The Corps traveled 7,700 miles, 
cataloged 178 new plants, 122 
new animals and took notes 
about 24 different Indian tribes. 
Some of the animals recorded 


for the first time by these 
explorers were the prairie dog, 
pronghorn antelope, jackrabbit, 
pelican, coyote and porcupine. 

Many historians consider the 
Lewis and Clark expedition to be 
the second-most important event 
in our nation’s histery — second 
in importance to the American 
Revolution. These explorers 
charted the Louisiana Territory 
and opened the door for the 
westward expansion that would 
expand our country from ‘‘sea to 
shining sea.”’

Post office will hold SS checks 


for flood victims for 10 days _

If you’ve been flooded out of 
your home, and.as a result, your 
mail delivery has been interrupt- 
ed, you should know that the 
U.S. Postal Service will hold 
your Social Security and/or Sup- 
plemental Security Income (SSI) 
check for 10 days after the deliv- 
ery date to allow you to pick it 
up atthe local post office. 

SSI checks will be delivered 
July 30, because Aug. 1 is on 
Sunday. Social Security checks
